  20   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  21  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

   3   (i) "Program" means the Maryland Medical Assistance Program.

   5   (a) The Department shall adopt rules and regulations for the reimbursement 
   6  of providers under the Program. However, except for an invoice that must be 
   7  submitted to a Medicare intermediary or Medicare carrier for an individual who may 
   8  have both Medicare and Medicaid coverage, payment may not be made for an invoice 
   9  that is received more than 1 year after the dates of the services given.
